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Hooray! AG Opinion Supports A/Es 


In mid-August, Michi- 
gan Attorney General 
Frank Kelley issued an 
opinion upholding our 
professional licensing 


requirements and clarifing 
provisions of Public Act 
400. 

Public Act 400 was en- 
acted in 1994. It gave a 
licensee under the Occu- 
pational Code legal stand- 
ing to enjoin the unautho- 
rized practice of one of 
the professions or occupa- 
tions regulated by that 
Code. 

Due to the adoption of 
a poorly worded amend- 
ment to the legislation, 
certain groups who were 
responsible for the 
amendment were pro- 
claiming that they could 
submit design plans to 
building officials without 
an architect's or profes- 
sional engineer's seal. 
Obviously, this amend- 
ment was confusing and 
needed clarification. 

The opinion reaffirms 
the integrity of the profes- 
sions by requiring those 


who engage in interior 
design, building design or 
plumbing, mechanical or 
electrical contracting, 
must have a license prior 
to practicing architecture 
or professional engineer- 
ing. In addition, the 
opinion clarifies that an 
architect or professional 
engineer can take action 
for injunctive relief 


against anyone practicing 
architecture or profes- 
sional engineering with- 
out a license. 

The Attorney General 
Opinion also clearly 
points out that plans for a 
public work costing 
$15,000 or more, or for a 
residential building of 
3,500 square feet or more, 
may only be filed by a

Architects Commit to Lifelong Learning 


For the third time AIA delegates confirmed their 
commitment to lifelong learning by defeating a conven- 


tion resolution to make continuing education voluntary. 


Concerns expressed by the sponsors of the resolution 
included a fear that the AIA would lose membership 
significantly and that there would be mass confusion 
between AIA‘s program and state licensing board re- 
quirements. 

In discussion at the Society Board meetings prior to 
the convention and in the debate on the convention 
floor, those fears were addressed. AIA is working with 
NCARB and with any state licensing board considering 
the imposition of continuing education for license re- 
newal to be sure that any state program adopted recog- 
nizes the AIA learning units as fulfilling the state re- 
quirements (at the least) and, at best, that the states 
adopt AIA requirements as their own. 

The concern over membership loss stems in large 
part from the fear that many AIA members do not 
know that there is a requirement and will be quite sur- 
prised in 1997 when they discover that they have not 
met the minimum 36 hours. Surely that doesn’t apply 
to AIA Michigan members! 

There is some uneasiness, however, about the cost, 
the time, and the inconvenience attached to attaining 
and documenting the learning units. 

This doesn’t have to be hard. Most of you are al- 
ready heavily involved in improving your practice 
through constant learning. The hard part, and it really 
isn’t very hard, is to document and file your credits. 

We will help you do that. 

It is completey possible to attain all your credits on 
your own through research, reading, listening to tapes 
or viewing video tapes. Just file an individual report 
form. If you can’t find yours, call us and we will send 
it right away. 

You may have noticed that many of the presentations 
at seminars carry learning units. The society office 
keeps those records and will file them for you at the 
appropriate time. 
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Seminars and programs offered by other organiza- 
tions, i.e. other associations, insurance carriers, etc., 
may also give you needed learning units. 

There may be many opportunities within your own 
office to document learning by the staff; just take a 
look at what you already do with an eye to continuing 
education.

GERALD G. DIEHL 


Architect of many Detroit-area churches, Gerald G.

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IDP and Licensure Requirements Clarified 


Michigan’s program for 
architectural licensure is 
good, but some members 
feel that potential partici- 
pants stay away because 
of perceived costs or the 
lure of fewer complicated 
or demanding require- 
ments in other states, 

Michigan’s mandatory 
Intern Development Pro- 
gram training requirement 
can be satisfied through 
either (1) affiliation with 
the National Council of 
Architectural Registration 
Boards, and establishment 
of an NCARB Council 
Record; or (2) a non- 


NCARB alternative ac- 
ceptable to the Licensing 
Board. 

What is an acceptable 
alternate or non-NCARB 
route to licensing? It can 
be a self-initiated program 
which shows a validated 
record of experience to 
the Board. This record 
should be verified periodi- 
cally by the designated 
employer's representative 
and the intern’s adviser. 

The pros and cons of 
both approaches should 
be carefully evaluated.

e Government Architect Dues Program 

Alternative dues structures to meet the special needs of 
government architects are being explored as part of a 
program to attract architects whose careers are not in 
“traditional” forms of practice. 


* Firm Benefit Task Force 

A review of current programs and how National will 
serve AIA firms in the future is being presented at the 
September Board Meeting. The focus on a redefinition 
of services for firms is precipitated by the elimination of 
national supplemental dues, which drastically cuts 
dues income to National. 


© Research 

The new AIA research division, established earlier this 
year, has named Kermit Baker chief economist. Baker 
will be responsible for analysis and forecasting con- 
struction industry trends affecting architects, businesses, 
and consumers. The goal is to position AIA as an indis- 
pensable source of information to architects, the con- 
struction industry, government and the media.

ACTION NEEDED 
The Commercial Revitalization Tax Credit 

A major legislative hurdle was cleared when the 
Commercial Revitalization Tax Credit was formally 
introduced in the U.S. Senate in May. 

CRIC proposes a targeted tax credit to spur eco- 
nomic investment, including historic preservation in 
specially designated revitalization areas. 

Approval of CRTC would create many new job op- 
portunities and would greatly enhance the AIA’s goal 
of promoting public/partnerships to revitalize, 
strengthen, and preserve the economic and environ- 
mental vitality of our nation’s urban communities. 

As the bill comes up for debate in the months ahead, 
we need you to call or write your senators, seeking 
their support on behalf of the CRTC initiative. If the 
CRTC is to become a reality, it will take a concerted 
effort by our entire grassroots network.
